They have no chance of advancement save 
through Rome, and thus we are compelled to harbour 
among us a priesthood inspired by sentiments such as 
Father Fielding has so unblushingly avowed.— Belfast 
Mercury.

(FROM THE CORRESPONDENT Of THE GLOBE. ) 
Paris, Monday Evening. 
The Tuscan correspondence of the Times contained 
some fortnight ago a statement that Colonel Stephanelli, 
in command of a strong division of Central Italy troops, 
was a sort of embryo General Monk, bent on restoring 
the Archduke. The Jebats copied this bit of intelli- 
gence, and that paper fell under the eye of the gallant 
soldier in question, who forthwith assembled the officers 
of his brigade, and read for them the paragram which 
raised shouts of laughter. He has issued an order of 
the day as follows:— 
“Tuscan soldiers! European journals have maligned 
me in face of Italy and of you, to whom it is well known 
that I acknowledged no banner but our own tricolour, 
nor any allegiance save that to our elected King Victor 
Emmanuel. If I have to cross the Apennies at your head 
it shall be to confront and repulse the man who was in 
the foeman’s camp at Solferino.— Viva Italia ! 
The phamplet of “Massimo d’Azeglio,” entitled 
“Christian right aud policy,” has an allusion to the 
French pastorals. The clergy and bishops of France 
have been made deplorable catspaws to pull nuts out of 
the fire for the benefit of the pre/atura and curia romana, 
a description of men whom, if they only knew, they would 
heartily despise. These functionaries are neither 
priestly nor Christian—they are knaves and swindlers. 
For personal profit they have set religion in a posture of 
direct antagonism to the dearest feelings and most 
cherished aspirations of a whole people, and they would 
prefer to see Christ’s faith perish in the hearts of 
Italians than give up one iota of their pelf and 
plunder.” 
Antonelli’s arrival in Paris is looked for with intense 
curiosity. 
Those who pay attention to foreign trials may re- 
member that of Captain Doineau, a functionary at 
Oran or Bougie,in Algeria; who having got deeply 
into the books of an Algerian merchant, had him way- 
laid aud murdered on the high road by a gang of paid 
assassins. He was condemned to death by court 
martial two years ago, butthe Emperor commuted his 
sentence into galleys for life. He is just pardoned on 
condition of going to retrieve his character in the 
Chinese expedition. 
In the matter of convicted felons, the debates in the 
Brussels Parliament continue to assume a violent aspect 
about the Louvain election. In seems that in addition 
to most unscrupulous appliance of cash, the Ultramon- 
tane faction employed forty bludgeoneers, or as the 
Fleemish term has it stock-laegers, thirty-six of whom 
were what you would call ticket-of-leave men, and the 
only defence made by Rev. Hearne, chanoine and M.P.

The Governor of the Spanish possessions 
near the Riff coast even wrote to us—which letter is still 
in our possession—and told us that the Riffians did not 
commit any aggressive act against their possessions ; 
but, nevertheless, the Spaniards have taken merchan- 
dise from the boats of the Riffians to the value of 20,000 
dols., the property of honest men engaged in legal com- 
merce, as we have before said, and they have remained 
with this property to the present day. 
likewise taken the crews and passengers of the boats 
and made them prisoners, and did not release them 
till several months after. The Spaniards likewise took a 
boat belonging to the Saint, the Mirabout Sidi Mahomed 
Elhady, a person who had greatly favoured the Spaniards

vernment does not hold itself responsible for the acts of 
the Riffians, who are not obedient to the commands of 
the Sultan; and, even if the Spaniards had to take upon 
themselves to punish them for their aggression, it would 
not interrupt the amicable relations existing between 
the two Governments. The Spapiards several times had 
battles with the Rifflans, and we never complained of 
their doings, nor did we say anything when they were 
making prizes of the Riff boats by their coastguards 
when they pleased. For this reason, strictly adhering 
to the treaty, we do not think it is right that, after they 
have taken the law into their own hands, they should 
claim anything from our Lord the Sultan.

“ The sixth combat between the Moors and our troops 
took place the day before yesterday, the 12th, and 
()’Donnell’s despatch was received here yesterday at 
12 o'clock, According to it, General Prim, who com- 
mands the corps of reserve, was ordered to protect the 
engineering works on the road from Ceuta to Tetuan 
hy the sea, At midday the Moors opened their fire on 
our rear guard ; but the affair had ne great consequence. 
We cannot but remark, however, that the Moors persist 
in provoking these encounters, and that O Donnell does 
net stir from his position of Otero. All his despatches 
ate dated at that place, and people hardly comprehend 
how this ‘great military genius’ of modern Spain is 
thus arrested by bands of barbarians, go unorganised, so 
wretcheély atmed—at least, as we are every day in- 
formed by the Ministerial press of Madrii. There is no 
doubt of our soldiers giving on all occasions remarkable 

taofs of courage; and yet we make no progress. Can 
it be that our generals are far from being the consum- 
mate captains we supposed? The despatch of yester- 
day would justify some doubts on this head. It tells us 
that General Ros de Olano, who commands the third 
corps of the expeditionary army, and who had hitherto 
remained at Malaga, crossed the Strait yesterday with 
all his infantry, the cavalry and stores were to follow 
this morning. It had been thought here, and such in- 
deed was the conviction of competent men, that Ros de 
Hlano would have landed with his troops close to Tetuan, 
as in this case the Moors would be taken in the rear, 
and O'Donnell might more easily advance in front. 
Nothing of the kind has occurred. Ros de Olano landed 
at Ceuta like every one else, so that the army is crowded 
twether within a very limited space. I must observe 
that our suppliesin camp are very deficient; and we 
are told that the soldier and the officer, even the 
wounded, have only rice and biscuit for their soup. Add 
to this that dysentery is very violent in the ranks and 
decimates our soldiers. In a word, the army is in most 
unfavourable circumstances, from what cause soever it 
proreeds. i 
“()’ Donnell is constantly asking for reinforcements, and 
new regiments are on the point of leaving Madrid as well 
as other parts. This, of course, is rendered necessary 
by the loss we experience daily, and the obstinate aggres- 
sions of the Moors, who persist in not making way for 
us. ©’Donnell’s force is now about 40,000, but his 
position is a difficultone. He is separated from Tetuan, 
the great object of his wishes, by a distance of about 
eight leagues. The four or five leagues which he has 
to traverse are covered with a thick forest, or succession 
of plantations, called the Sierra de Bullones, and form a 
sort of counter fort to the lesser Atlas. The Sappers 
and Engineers have to clear this road by cutting down 
immense plantations; and this labour requires much 
time. Behind the Sierra de Bullones commences the 
long, arid, and desolate plain, where the Moorish 
cavalry, said to be very numerous, awaits our army, 
ready for a desperate encounter. So that, besides the 
incalculable difficulties which the forest op „the 
great danger for us then begins. It is on this plain that 
the decisive battle will doubtless be fought. If our men 
de not allow themselves to be intimidated by the shouts, 
and are not moved by the impetuous onset of the Moorish 
cavalry—if our ranks stand firm against the shock, and 
our squares remain unbroken—we win the battle, and 
we take Tetuan. If, unfortunately, the contrary occurs, 
even partially, we shall be in a very bad condition in- 
decd. But though we should take Tetuan, what advon- 
tage can we derive from it? Can we hold the place and 
fortify it? Some think not; but I abstain from giving 
you the reasons either for or against, as they are founded 
mostly on conjecture. 

“Be this as it may, the Ministerial journals have 
changed their tone, and already warn us that the war 
will be a long and costly one, and that the country 
must prepare itself for great sacrifices. They said 
about two months ago that our expedition to Africa 
would be a mere military promenade for such a com- 
mander as O'Donnell, and a capital thing to exercise our 
soldiers, as well as to avenge our honour. 

“ [ must also tell you that public opinion, which led 
astray in the commencement by the gasconading, if not 
worse, of the Ministerial journa!s, as well as by the ex- 
treme ignorance of the Progressista press, had become 
bitterly prejudiced against England, now shows a dis- 
position towards reaction, and that in a surprising 
manner. Even now we hear it said that, after all,

They make no attempts at prose- 
lytism ; they keep no account oftheir flock ; bind to no 
duties the members of their congregation ; any man, or 
set of men, is free to join them, or any new set of men 
may assemble into other associations upon their own 
plain principles; they import Bibles, Prayerbooks, 
anda variety of tracts, which are either very cheaply 
sold or freely distributed. The colporteurs’ work—that 
is, the diffusion of their Christian knowledge, and the 
right of meeting undisturbed—are all they demand at the 
hands of a Government which has theoretically pro- 
claimed the principle of freedom of worship, and which 
found that freedom already established in behalf of Jews, 
Greeks, and Mussuimans.

there is not a spot of ground in the whole field of con- 
troversy on which he may meet them with anything 
like charity or even forbearance.

The Pope might 
well settle with his Imperial patrons such matters as 
the reform or secularisation of his temporal rule ; but 
every man’s conscience in Italy belongs to himself 
alone, and woe to the Bishop of Bishops if a day ever 
should come in which every Italian might safely ven- 
ture to lay that conscience bare before the light. 

The Italians will not, most assuredly, ever embrace 
Protestantism ;patriotic feelings alone would be sufficient 
to set them against any form af Anglicanism, no less 
than against any sect which acknowledged either a 
Frenchman ora German as its founder. Sheer indiffer- 
ence to all spiritual topics, disgust with religion under 
any form, and the unattractiveness of the Bible in the 
thin, feeble garb of the Italian translations hitherto pro- 
duced, will, in my opinion, prevent anything like a wide 
spread of this present evangelism—at least for some 
time to come. But everything in Italy points to total 
religous disorganisation, nevertheless. Between the 
upper and middle classes who believe and the lower 
orders who understand absolutely nothing I see no 
ground on which anything like a rational religious 
edifice may be speedily built. Give the Italians full 
tether and they will run far and wide. They will put 
down the Pope, sure enough ; they will scare away the

„Five Acts of Government have been passed by the 
most illustrious Senate, with my approbation, during the 
recess, and will be now submitted for your consideration 
and sanction. 

“In accordance with the provisions of the constitu- 
tional Charter, the most illustrious the Senate has laid 
before you the civil list and the budget for the present 
biennium. I trust to your liberality to make the neces. 
sary provision for the public service. 

The finances require careful supervision and strict 
economy. The number of employes who are borne on 
the civil list of these States is remarkable. They are 
out of all proportion to the requirements of the service 
—badly paid, and as a natural consequence in many in- 
stances inefficient. It will be the duty of the Govem- 
ment, when time and circumstances permit, carefully 
to consider this important question, and, with a dhe 
regard to existing interests, to propose such changes for 
the future, by abolishing useless offices and consolida- 
ting others, as will give increased efficiency to the ser- 
vice, and produce a real economy in the public expen- 
diture. 

“ The receipts and expenditure of the Local Govern- 
ments should be no less anxiously considered and pru- 
dently administered. 

“ The public charities equally demand the careful su- 

| pervision of the competent authority. Institutions 
which are intended for humane and moral purpores be- 
come sources of immorality and vice when not adminis- 
tered with a strict supervision and wise foresight. It 
is only necessary to instance the Foundling Hospital of 
Zante, which costsa sum of £2,282 annually, being 
more than the third of the whole municipal revenue. 
It is not to be wondered at that a municipality com- 
plains of poverty, when the third of its moderate reveane 
is devoted to rearing the illegitimate children of the 
population. 

“Such are some of the principal questions which will 
be offered for your consideration. There are others 
which will, doubtless, be presented byprivate members 
and by the Government, during the progress of the 
session. 

“T-havenow performed my duty as the representative 
of the protecting Sovereign in these States. I have 
proposed measures which I believe to be conducive to 
the public welfare. I now devolve upon you the duty 
which properly belongs to you, of maturely considering 
and finally deciding on the aduption or rejection of those 
measures. 

To secure the public prosperity and welfare, it is in- 
dispensable that a cordial! and harmonious understanding 
should exist among all the constitutional authorities of 
the State. Nothing shall be wanting on my part to 
further this most desirable object. Your loyal assist- 
ance and frank co-operation arealso invited for the wel-

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COURT OF CHANCERY—Yesrterpay. 
Bull v. Wi 

The petition in this case, which was at hearing yesterday, 
was filed for the purpose of compelling the respondent, who 
is the landlord of the petitioner for certain lands in the 
county Cork, to give a renewal of a lease on payment of the 
renewal fine. The landlord, in 1849, wrote a note to the pe- 
titioner, informing him that the fine of £4 was due, and that 
he might pay it at his convenience.“ The petitioner did 
not attend to this note, but allowed several years to elapse be- 
fore he tendered the renewal fine, and when he came to ne- 
gociate the renewal, the landlord set up the note which he had 
written as a sufficient notice under the Tenantry Act, and that 
the petitioner, by not attending to it, had forfeited bis right to 
a renewal. There was also a collateral question raised upon 
several interviews and conversations between the parties, the 
effect of which was, the petitioner conteaded, to waive the re- 
— right toa forfeiture in ease the court was of opinion 
that he had a right to set up the note he had written to the 
petitioner as a sufficient demand for the renewal fine. 

The Lord Chancellor delivered judgment. He said the 
first question to be considered was, whether the petitioner 
had been guilty of anything, in the way of fraud, beyond 
mere neglect. Fraud had not been pressed in the case, and, 
therefore, Mr. Bull bad brought himself within the first por- 
tion of the act. Then the next question to be decided under 
the second part of the act was, whether the letter written 
by the respondent was ademand of payment of the renewal 
fine, or was merely an intimation that the life ‘a the lease had 
fallen. If the construction to be put on this letter rested 
solely on the context of it, he might be inelined to say that 
the petitioner had forfeited his right, but the parties had met 
almost from week to week, and had frequent conversations, 
but the respondent never, in any of these interviews, repeated 
the demand contained in his letter, thus showing that this 
document was intended in the beginning mere asa friendly 
communication than a formal demand. Without going into 
the question of waiver, upon which a good deal could be said 
on sides, he was of opinion that the petitioner was 
entitled to the relief he sought. He would not give costa. 

James Francis Quin v. Yelverton O'Keefe, 

Tbe Lord Chancellor proneunced his judgment in this case. 
The petition was presented to carry into execution a charg- 
ing order made by the Court of Queen's Bench; at the 
instance of the petitioner, a judgment creditor of Mr. 
O'Keefe, late officer in the Court of Chancery, attaching 
the pension “of £1,000 a-year to which Mr, O’Keefe was 
entitled out of “ the Suitors’ Fee Fund.“ on his retirement. His 
lordship reviewed minutely the acts of Parliament which 
created thie fund, and gave it as his opinion that his 
authority over this fund, was merely ministerial, and not 
judicial. He should, therefore, dismiss the petition, but 
without costs.

His Lordship also delivered judgment in this case. The 
petition had been presented to obtain the opinion of the court 
u the will of the late Anna Maria Fetherstone, in this 
city. The question turned upon two clauses of the will—the 
first of which gave, amongst other legacies, a sum of £100 to 
her sister, Octavia Gregory, and the next clause left her sis- 
ter Sally residuary legatee.

By. BREACH or PROMISE OF MARRTUAGE. 

Miss Rosalind Davis v. Rev. Mr. Falkner. 

Mr. Shaw applied in this case, which was an action for 
breach of promise of marriage, to extend the time for plead- 
ing. The action was brought by Miss Davis, a minor, resi- 
dent in the county Tipperary, and the parties wished to ex- 
tend the time for pleading, which would run out before a 
judge would again sit in chamber, in order that a notice of 
motion might be served, as there would be a motion in the 
case on the next day a judge would sit in chamber. 

His Lordship granted the application. 

Newson v. Morrissy. 

Mr. Exham applied in this case, on the part of the plaintiff, 
that a conditional order of the 29th November, 1859, might 
be made absolute. The order was for liberty for the plaintiff 
to take a writ off the file for the purpose of having it served on 
the defendant. The writ had been issued by the attorney for 
the plaintiff to the solicitors for the defendant, residing in Dun- 
garvan, who were te appear and file a defence to the action, 
which was stated to have arisen out of some business dealings 
between the plaintiff and the defendant's daughter, They, being 
unable to obtain instructions from defendant, could not prepare 
a defence, and they served a notice upon him that if he did 
not give them instructions they could not defend the action. 
He refused to do so, and, under these circumstances, the 
plaintiff — to have the writ taken off the file, and an 
order to that effect was made, the defendant to pay the costs. 
The solicitors in Dungarvan made affidavits, swearing posi- 
tively that the defendant, though he had refused to give in- 
structions, had previously come into their office, and gave 
them a written authority te appear and defend the action for 
him, and he, in an affidavit, denied positively that he ever 
gave such authority. 

Mr. Harris, (. C., opposed the motion, and said that the case 
was a most extraordinary one, and that the defendant should 
either stand or fall by his own affidavit. In his affidavit he posi- 
tively denied that he ever authorised any appearance to 
be taken to the writ of summons and plaint, and further de- 
nied that the summons and plaint was ever served upon him. 
He stated he informed the solicitors in Dungarvan that he 
had never any dealings with the plaintiff, nor did he owe 
bim any sum of money. Counsel stated he did not see how 
tke difference could be explained between the parties, save 
by supposing a case of mistaken identity. 

Judge Hayes, having compared the signature to the defen- 
dant's affidavit with the writing on the summons and plaint, 
which the defendant was alleged to have written as authority 
for the solicitors to appear and defend the action, said there 
was a Strange similarity between them, and there could be no 
doubt that the same hand wrote both. He had, therefore, 
ne difficulty in making absolute the conditional order, with 
costs. 


COURT OF BANKRUPTCY AND INSOLVENCY._ 
YESTERDAY. 
(Before Judge Lynch.) 
Inve R. T. Carlisle. 

The bankrupt was a railway contractor in Fngland, and 
also in Cork. In the latter place he had been the contractor 
ofthe Cork and Youghal Railway, and was in partnership 
with a person named Thomas Hutchi ‘Lhe sitting was for 
final examination, proof, and admission of debts. 

Messrs. T. an, D. Fitzgerald appeared as agents for the 
assignees, and Mr. Thomas Geoghegan, for the bankrupt. 

r. Fitzgerald said that as yet the bankrupt had filed no 
schedule, but that he wasto be excused for not doing so, by 
reason of his clerk, J. Lawes as the court was aware, retain- 
ing his books in England. He (Mr. Fitzgerald) had forwar- 
ded to him a copy of the order of thecourt to deliver up these 
books to the trade assignee, an English creditor, but as yet 
he had received no reply. 

Mr. Geoghegan applied. on behalf of the bankrupt, for a two 
months adjournment, in order that he might make out his 
balance sheet. 

Mr. Woodroo’e appeared for several creditors, and Mr. 
Deane, who appeared in his character as creditor, said that 
he hoped the court would not allow the bankrupt to slip 
through easily. His object in attending in court was to 
have the bankrupt rigorously examincd. 

In reply to Mr. Fitzgerald, 

Mr. Deane stated that he was a creditor on the joint 
estate. 

Mr. Woodroofe also stated that he 
Perrott, a creditor on the joint estate. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that these gentlemen could not be 
permitted to examine the bankrupt, the court having 
merely to deal with the separate estate of the bankrupt. 
The schedule was not filed, and therefore it was desirable 
that the bankrupt shoul’ be left to return his property unin - 
fluenced by any examination which might take place. Any 
points updn which it was proposed to examine the bankrupt 
should be in the first instance submitted to the assignees. 

Mr. Woodroofe intimated that if he thought it necessary he 
would apply te the court for a special meeting. 

Judge Lynch said he would grant an adjournment for two 
months, and if it were deemed necessary to have an examina- 
tion in the interim, specia! grounds should be assigned for 
the purpose.

Discovsry OF OLD Corns.—A somewhat singular dis 
covery was made a few weeks ago by a young girl of the 
name of Anne Jardine, who lives with her unele, a 
farmer residing near Lochmaben.

ing obliterated all traces of the lettering —Carlisk 
Patriot.
